OUR WHISPERING GALLERY. 


We it was announced that the Royal Company had bought the 
W? Prince’s Theatre, it was feared that the result of the monopoly 
~ would be the reverse of beneficial to the public, and already there 
signs which seem to realise that apprehension. In the Royal pro- 
mmme there has been nothing to complain of; it must be admitted, 
nied, that the management showed considerable enterprise in the 
mgement of Mr. Sims Reeves and Miss Genevieve Ward; but to 
wanterbalance this cireumstance, the entertainment at the Prince’s has 
mn altogether of a most contemptible kind. “ Forbidden Fruit” is a 
ombination of everything that a comedy should not be. Taken from the 
French, and probably from the same sources as the “ Pink Dominoes” 
ai the “ Great Divorce Case,” and clumsily arrayed in an English dress, 
is equivocal in its morality, vulgar in its motive, and stupid in con- 
action. To make bad matters worse, it is acted in such a manner as 
» make one think that the performers are ashamed of their parts. 


That a piece of the origin and character of ‘‘ Forbidden Fruit °— whose 
y title is an insult to public feeling—should be followed by “ Pink 
boninoes” is little less than a flagrant scandal, and this fact it is which 
gested our remark that the monopoly is doing the Prince’s Theatre 
n. It is not because the Manchester newspapers have condemned 
he piece—it is not because the Bishop of Manchester has denounced it in 
ms of manly indignation—that we hold the action of the Prince’s 
mgement to be deserving of severe censure; it is simply because the 
ayisamass of pruriency and vulgarity, which if it does not disgust 
mst debase public taste. It is because its plot suggests the unutterably 
me, and its incidents are not merely suggestively but actually in- 
iste. Itis because it makes ridicule of the marriage vow, and, as 
girds men, conjugal fidelity, and teaches the lesson that, even if wives 
i out the deceit practised upon them, they may be cajoled into 
tiving the deceivers. These are the reasons why we think the comedy 
worthy of representation in a respectable theatre; and we believe our 
ders will ngree that these reasons are sufficient to justify a protest 
pinst the performance for a third time of this unclean thing.

too ;’ and we fear that there has been a stumbling-block in relation to 
the wherewithal. It is a pity, for we do want competition. What with 
Royal and Prince’s under one administration, and the Queen’s at the end 
of the world, we are placed in a position that might provoke the pity of 
even Chowbent. 


The letter of the schoolmaster who explained the meaning of the pro- 
ceedings in re Mr. Birch was welcome. The withdrawal of the record 
wanted explanation, for it looked like a ‘‘ cave in.’’ So, evidently, Mr. 
Birch regarded it, for his sermon on Sunday night was pitched in a 
triumphant key, and unless he had imagined himself secure we should 
have fancied that his discretion and good taste would have restrained 
him from any comments on the matter, especially any comments which 
suggested that Providence was on the side of Mr. Birch and the Powers 
of Evil were instigating his enemies. The case, however, has not ‘‘ caved 
in,” and in one sense we are not sorry. If it could be amicably arranged by 
a withdrawal of the imputations, we should say settle it so by all means ; but 
from Mr. Birch’s reference to the number of his witnesses it would seem 
that he sticks to his statements, and there is clearly nothing for it 
but that the wheat and the chaff shall be separated by the winnowing 
process of a court of law. 

In the remarks we made last week upon an attempt—we hope it 
will remain solely an attempt—on the part of the Medical Board of the 
Royal Infirmary to still further increase the exclusiveness of that ex- 
tremely select body, one allusion appeared which, we are informed, has 
given rise to a misunderstanding. We were speaking of the favouritism 
that the Medical Staff—it is to be presumed, with the connivance of the 
old body of managers—displayed in enlarging their rules to admit ono 
medical man, and again restricting them to exclude another. 
But, as some ‘confusion of persons,’ to use a familiar phrase, has 
been created by our observations on thiscurious transaction, it is only 
due to a gentleman who may have been regarded as the subject of our 
comment to say that the ‘‘ German doctor” referred to is not Dr. 
Dreschfield. If all the members of the Honorary Medical Staff were 
"as skilled in their profession as he is, there would be no need to alter 
the rules regarding the admission of new candidates for any pur- 
pose whatever, except, indeed, it were simply intended to disqualify for 
appointment in the future the best practitioners in Manchester, 





Another whisper—and we should before have said that all we have 
written is really the echo of the whispers of the week—is that the Town 
Council was extremely horrified in one portion of Wednesday’s proceedings. 
When Mr. Harwood spoke of the awful extent to which beer was adultera- 
ted, a sympathetic shudder ran through the members of the Council. That

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VERAX VERSUS FRASER. 


1 ‘HE Bishop of Manchester has certainly come out second best from 
‘h his brief contest with ‘‘ Verax,” in the Examiner and Times, anent 

the ‘‘ purely accidental” aspect of the Kearsley colliery explosion. 
“ Verax ” was, perhaps, rather hard on a prelate whose position, some- 
what unfortunately, places him under the necessity of talking so much 
that he has comparatively little time to think ; but, as a great number of 
people attach much importance to what the Bishop says, and as his 
utterances deservedly receive that attention which even a society that he 
believes to be in so perilous a state is still ready to give to transparent 
honesty and singleness of purpose, his Lordship can hardly complain if 
those who are aware of his influence venture to question his opinions 
when they appear to be wrong. No doubt, as Dr. Fraser explains 
in his letter, he had no intention of expressing the cause of the 
calamity by the antique formula, ‘ Died by the visitation of God,” 
but he will probably not deny that the whole tenor of his sermon 
was calculated to impress on the minds of his audience the 
idea of a supernatural interposition which, perhaps, had the object, 
and certainly had the result, of cutting short the lives of the 
unfortunate colliers. The Bishop does not get out of a difficulty, which 
he sees to be such, by saying that he was not looking at the catastrophe 
metaphysically, or theologically, but religiously only. You cannot look 
ata matter like this from a religious—using the word religious in its 
ordinary sense—point of view only. What the Bishop says in effect is 
this—“I am aware that this catastrophe may be looked at in different 
lights. You may consider it as accidental, or as due to mere recklessness ; 
or, again, as the effect of the action of a higher Power, the worship of whom 
wecallreligion. ButI think fit now to ignore the two first possible causes, 
and to deal only with the religious aspect of the matter. In thus treating it 
Iam led directly to the idea of Providential interference, and when we have 
got so far, the two other views become entirely subsidiary.” It is just here 
that Dr. Fraser makes the mistake—if I am right in the interpretation of 
his idea. In a case of this kind I submit that the notion of Providence 
should not be entertained until every other hypothesis has failed, until, in 
fact, it is clearly proved that no human precaution or foresight could have 
prevented the occurrence. Of course in a certain and limited sense we 
may recognise the action of Providence in everything. We may talk 
about Providence in connection with a man who has been hanged, and in 
this limited sense, with some justification. But this I am sure is not the 
way in which the Bishop would wish to apply the Providential principle, 
though his own words would lead one to think it was, since, after dwelling 
on the possibility of the prevention of explosions, he told his hearers 
that “somehow or other we could not arrest God’s hand when he saw 
fit to stretch it forth.” There is a fatalistic ring about this which 
I do not like. ¢ savours more of Mohammedan than of Christian 
theology. Practically, the Bishop tell us that what will be will be, and 
that do what we maay the precautions will be useless if God sees fit to 
stretch forth his hand, the logical conclusion for a Christian being that, 
as God's purpose is invariable and not decided by passing considerations, 
it is of no use to take any precautions. As I have said, Dr. Fraser 
certainly did not mean this ; but the fact that he did not, taken in con- 
junction with the fact that his words will, without the slightest straining, 
bear the construction only, shows how careful men who command the 
public ear should be in their utterances. ‘‘ Verax” made rather a serious 
indictment against the Bishop. What he said was this:—‘ The pre- 
cautions proper to the circumstances were not used; the scientific 
knowledge we possess was not applied ; the lamp of peculiar construction, 
which would afford almost absolute safety, has never been used in the 
mine at all. flow then can it be said, as the Bishop seems to say, that 
we have pitted our strength against God, and that ‘somehow’ he has 
proved the stronger? What should rather be said is that we neglected to 
we the means of safety which God had placed at our disposal, and that 
le did not see fit to work a miracle in order to save us from the 
effects of our carelessness and presumption. In other words, there 
48 a violation of God’s laws, and he permitted the punishment to 
follow. There is a sense, of course, in which a Christian theologian 
might fairly trace everything that happens up to God, and rhight even see 
his hand in battles and mourders; but in doing so he would have very 
carefully to mark off the special sphere of thought in which he was for the 
lide moving from that in which we have to deal with the free agency and 
the responsibility of man; and though perhaps the Bishop meant to do 
this, he has not done it with the clearness which the case required. Juries 
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are already so apt to shirk facts and. avoid unpalatable conclusions by 
taking refuge in the mysticism of ‘ purely accidental’ theories, that it 
behoves us to be careful how we make ourselves their accomplices 
by placing at their service a comfortable compound of lame 
metaphysics and bad theology.” The Bishop says, iu reply :—‘ There 
may have been even some ‘lame metaphysics and bad theology’ 
in the sentiments to which I gave utterance. I was not looking at the 
catastrophe metaphysically or theologically, but religiously only. And 
all I meant to say was that, after all the safeguards with which science 
had surrounded miners’ operations, a collier, more than most other men, 
every day he went to his work ‘carried his life in his hand,’ and that 
‘somehow or other we could not arrest God’s hand when he saw fit to 
stretch it forth.’ Believing as I do, really, and not as a mere facon de 
parler, in God’s Providence, I do not know how, endeavouring, as I was, 
to persuade these kindly-natured but somewhat thoughtless people to lead 
more watchful lives, I could say less.” ‘Ihis is not quite the thing. His 
lordship finds fault with the verdict returned by the coroner’s jury. He 
admits that the evidence showed carelessness on the part of the men. 
Yet in his sermon he threw all the blame on the Almighty. ‘ Verax” 
has certainly given Fraser a heavy fall this time.

Standard—and his letter is even assigned bold type and a prominent 
place—explaining that a great army of “ citizen soldiers" is being 

raised for active service. Mr. Hambleton says :—‘* The great principles 
on which the system is based are these: the recognition of ind- 
vidual freedom, and the fact, demonstrated time after time in the last war, 
that men with a slight training can take up positions, entrench themselves, 
and then, defying the best-drilled troops ever when aided by powerful 
artillery, complete their drill behind them. The amount of training 
necessary to enable them to do this is very limited, so that, practically, 
it can be obtained without interfering with the ordinary duties of life, 
and the expense attending it is so small that it will cause no perceptible 
increase of the taxes. These place in our hands the means for obtaining 
a large force, estimated at from 400,000 to 600,000, when adopted by each 
part of the Empire, ready to go when and where the country may require, 
and for gradually training a large part of the population. A committee 
has been formed, containing military men of high rank. When called 
out by Act of Parliament or Order in Council, it will form a part of and 
receive the same pay as the army. It is proposed to give effect to the 
system by appointing a sub-tommittee for each military district to form 
regiments and apply the rules, taking ino eareful consideration the 
requirements of that district. I am sure, from letters received from all 
parts of England, that if the expenses be pai¢ and a small grant be given 
the force will be very popular; and, indeed, men are daily sending in 
their names, &c."’ The first corps, it seems, will be completed by the 
middle, and the second corps by the end of the month. This war craze, 
we fear, is going to play the mischief with large numbers of hitherto 
sane men. 


PUNISHING A PAUPER. 


oF INE of the attendants in Salford Workhonse has been discharged, and 
Q the case of another is tobe inquired into further, in connection witha 

charge of cruelty to a lunatic pauper. The circumstances are peculiar, 
and it is just possible, judging from what we know of the affair, that the 
Guardians have dealt somewhat harshly, as they certainly dealt impetu- 
ously, with their servants. At the last meeting of the Board, a letter was 
read from Mr. Davy, Assistant Government Inspector, stating that on 
Thursday he was in the house when he heard eries of some one in bodily 
pain, and, in company with the Master, he went into the male lunatic ward, 
and found in the water closet one of the patients standing perfectly naked 
with his clothes at his feet. On the walls were evident signs of water, 
and a pauper attendant acknowledged that he had thrown the water over 
the lunatic because he had refused to put on his clothes. ‘The nurse of 
the department, a man named Walmsley, was called before the Board, and 
said the patient was a very troublesome one, and was continually undress- 
ing himself, but denied that he was present when the water was thrown 
over him, or that it was done by his direction. The pauper helper was also 
called before the Board. He said he threw three pints of water over the 
man because he would not dress himself. Walmsley knew nothing about it, 
and he had never done such a thing before. The Board discharged Walmsley, 
and decided to bring the case of the helper before the House Committee, 
Without wishing to defend any exhibition of cruelty between man and 
man, especially cruelty on the part of a paid attendant to a pauper and a 
lunatic, we don’t like the look of these summary proceedings. It was 
evident that something must be done with the pauper in question. He
